The government is being asked to re¬ 
consider its plans to take money from 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Council 
‘for being too well run’. 

A tariff of £625,000, equivalent to a 
10 per cent increase in council tax, is 
planned for 2019/20 in a move coun¬ 
cillors believe is punishing the au¬ 
thority for being financially able to 
cope with the charge. 

The council was one of the first in 
the country to have its Revenue Sup¬ 
port Grant (RSG) funding taken away 
entirely last year, and faces a “nega¬ 
tive grant” from next year. 

Eber Kington, chairman of Strat¬ 
egy and Resources Committee, said: 
“This decision to tax our residents 
under the name of negative RSG 
has been around for some time, but 
ministers have never provided 
the justification for such a blatant 
money grab. 

“We are coming to a time when 
minsters will be looking at local gov¬ 
ernment funding for next year and 
my aim is to get this policy reviewed, 
and removed from the options.” 

The £625,000 figure is the same as 
the amount the council currently 
spends on social centres and in sup¬ 
port to voluntary groups like Citi¬ 
zens Advice and Age Concern Epsom 
and Ewell. 

Surrey County Council is under¬ 
taking a pilot with the government to 
retain business rates, but the amount 


of money that will go to borough 
councils is not yet known. 

Cllr Kington is worried that the 
small amount of money in retained 


business rates will not match the 
money lost through “negative RSG”. 

He said: “We should not be placed 
in a position of having to find alter¬ 


native ways to retain and improve 
our services because we are funding 
the provision of services by other 
local councils.”

“It’s a week before Derby day and 
Epsom is overrun with Travellers,” he 
said. “It happens every year, but I am 
sure it is getting worse.”

Police are making final prep¬ 
arations ahead of the the 
world’s greatest flat race - the 
Epsom Derby 

Months of planning have 
been put in before the festival 
kicks off with the Investec La¬ 
dies Day on Friday June 1. 

There will be armed offic¬ 
ers, traffic diversions and 
police dogs around Epsom on 
the Friday and Saturday. 

Chief Superintendent Dave 
Miller said: “The Derby is a 
historic and prestigious event 
that puts Epsom on the map 
and we are proud to police the 
two-day festival. 

“We’ve been working close¬ 
ly with Epsom Downs Race¬ 
course and other partners in 
preparation for a smooth-run¬ 
ning event. 

“Security remains at the 
forefront, and I would urge 
all spectators to be patient 
and cooperate fully with 
racecourse officials in terms 
of searches on entry to the 
event.” 

Police are also asking the 
public to report suspicious be¬ 
haviour to members of staff 
or National Counter Terror¬ 
ism Policing on 0800 789 321. 

They have released a com¬ 
mon-sense list of suspicious 
behaviour, including buying 
or showing interest in illegal 
firearms, appearing to carry 
out surveillance on security 
measures, buying or storing 
large amounts of fertiliser or 
chemicals, and someone’s be¬ 
haviour changing into a “vio¬ 


lent extremist nature”. 

The derby is the largest an¬ 
nual gathering of people in 
Surrey, attracting thousands 


of visitors, which also brings 
petty crime such as pickpock¬ 
eting. 

Police advice to avoid be¬ 


coming a victim is as follows: 
do not bring unnecessary 
bags to the event; do not leave 
your property, including bags 


and mobile phones unat¬ 
tended and keep valuables 
close at all times; keep wal¬ 
lets and purses out of sight; 


remain vigilant, and be aware 
of those around you when 
placing bets and collecting 
winnings.

Medical and social care records 
are to be shared across Sur¬ 
rey in a new scheme hoped to 
streamline patients’ experiences 
of the health service. 

The Surrey Care Record will 
be launched on August 29, begin¬ 
ning with just some GP records 
being visible to A&E depart¬ 
ments at Epsom, East Surrey, 
Royal Surrey and St Peter’s hos¬ 
pitals, as well as GPs having ac¬ 
cess themselves. 

In time, other care staff will 
be able to view relevant infor¬ 
mation as well. 

Epsom GP and chief clini¬ 
cal information officer for the 
project Dr Andrew Sharpe said: 
“Most patients already believe 
we are sharing records. Neigh¬ 
bouring areas such as Hamp¬ 
shire have had shared care re¬ 
cords for years. 

“Surrey Care Record brings 
the county into the digital twen¬ 
ty-first century - allowing care 
information to flow between 
organisations so patients only 
have to tell their story once. 

“Other benefits that will help 


patients and staff alike include 
not having to repeat tests or 
outpatient appointments just 
because a patient’s records are 
invisible to some health and 
care staff.” 


People will be able to opt out 
of the service by speaking to 
their GP practice, and care pro¬ 
fessionals will be trained to ask 
for consent before viewing the 
records.

Salts discovery 
is subject of talk

The 400-year history of Epsom 
Wells was explored in a talk at a 
packed Stoneleigh Library last 
week. 

Bourne Hall Museum curator 
Jeremy Harte spoke about the 
various stages in the life of the 
wells since Epsom Salts were 
discovered in 1618. 

Speaking to Epsom Guardian 
since the event, Mr Harte gave a 
brief history of how the discov¬ 
ery affected the town. 

He said: “This year marks the 
four hundredth anniversary of 
the day when Henry Wicker’s 
cow refused to taste some salty 
waters on Epsom Common, and 
local entrepreneurs realised 
that people would drink what 
cattle wouldn’t. 

“The story sounds legendary 
but Mr. Wicker is real enough: 
we’ve found him in the Assize 
records. He was a farmer, like 
many of the locals who began 
hiring out rooms to spa-bibbers 
from London. 

“Epsom was only a village 
then, and sometimes the family 
pig had to be ousted from its spot 


by the fire to make way for gen¬ 
tlemen. 

“By 1663, when Samuel Pepys 
came down for the day there 
were two inns - the Kings Head, 
which was minting its own pen¬ 
nies to make good a shortage of 
small change for customers, and 
the New Inn, built nearer the 
Wells, reusing blocks of stone 
from the demolished glories of 
Nonsuch Palace. 

“Epsom was famous as a cen¬ 
tre for healing, but to some it was 
a home for debauchery The dis¬ 
solute Lord Rochester arrived 
drunk in 1676 and tossed the 
town fiddlers in a blanket before 
starting a fracas in which a man 
died. 

“By 1711 the town had a mas¬ 
ter of ceremonies to keep this 
sort of thing under control, and 
more polished pleasures were on 
offer. 

“The Assembly Rooms were 


built by a couple of sharp-fin¬ 
gered goldsmiths from London 
who made money from gambling 
tables. Visitors included the ir¬ 
repressible Celia Fiennes, who 
travelled around every English 
spa in an age when most ladies 
hardly left their own estates; she 
was particularly impressed by 
the sash windows looking out on 
its bowling green. 

‘An enterprising apothecary 
John Livingstone, built a second 
spa complex in Epsom itself, be¬ 
hind the Albion, where he sank 
a well to the right depth for col¬ 
lecting magnesium suplphate 
and supplied all the necessary 
amenities. 

“But after his death in 1727 the 
spa tradition came to a suden 
end, snuffed out by local gen¬ 
tlemen who had bought grand 
houses in the neighbourhood 
and didn’t want to see it go down¬ 
hill.”

Is Plan E mutating into 


some kind of monster? 


Epsom town centre is currently 
in a fine old mess as a result of 
the ‘Plan E’ highways work that 
is underway. Up until last week, 
however, the Epsom and Ewell 
Tree Advisory Board believed 
the long-term gain would be 
worth the short-term pain - 
because, back in 2016, we were 
consulted on an excellent 
landscaping scheme that 
promised far-reaching 
improvements to the whole town 
centre environment. 

With apparent cast iron 
guarantees that new planting in 


and around the Market Place 
would leave the historic end of 
our town centre with no fewer 
than 30 trees (including two 
retained Yews outside Cafe 
Rouge, and two of the best 
Liquid Ambers closest to the 
Clocktower) we withdrew our 
earlier objections to the removal 
of all the other existing trees on 
the basis that more would be 
planted than lost. 

All that changed last Tuesday 
when, out of the blue, we were 
presented with revised Surrey 
County Council drawings which, 


left unchallenged, will see all of 
the Market Place’s current 16 
trees and hedging removed to be 
replaced with just 10 new trees 
in total. 

All three of the existing 
flowering cherries near the 
Nationwide Building Society are 
now to be lost with no 
replacements - a situation 
mirrored with regards to the 
flowing cherries that were 
recently removed at the other 
end of the Market Place, 

A scheme that once promised 
so much appears to be mutating 


into a monster, and the tragedy is 
that Epsom will have to live with 
the consequences for decades. 

In an age of fast-changing 
shopping habits the 
attractiveness of town centres is 
now widely recognised to be 
critical for their survival. Our 
Borough Council needs to 
intervene NOW to prevent the 
needless ‘uglification’ of what 
could be Epsom’s greatest asset.

McTeigue’s picture 
may not be pretty, punctuated by flashes of mild 
violence, or original, but it is ruthlessly efficient, neatly 
contained with a 90-minute timeframe before the 
house’s compromised security system automatically 
alerts police to a burglary in progress. Ryan Engle’s 
script generates sufficient dramatic momentum to 
sprint through a brisk running time without pausing 
for breath once the desperate mother creates her 
first diversion with firecrackers left over from Fourth 
of July celebrations. Breaking In sets out to gently 
thrill and largely succeeds without breaking the 
characters’ sweat or whitening our knuckles. 
SHERLOCK GNOMES (U): John Stevenson’s 
computer-animated sequel to the 2011 family com¬ 
edy Gnomeo & Juliet is a lacklustre misappropriation 
of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s private detective. 

Vocal performances fall flat, including Johnny Depp’s 
plummy take on the titular sleuth, and the script clum¬ 
sily incorporates characters and phrases from the 
pages of the books including one throwaway scene 
in a park with a slobbering bulldog, which Holmes 
alludes to as the hound of the Baskerville family. 
“Emotion is the enemy of logic,” opines Holmes. 

Truly, emotion has nothing to fear here. 

James McAvoy and Emily Blunt fail to enliven their 
feuding sweethearts Gnomeo and Juliet, while Jamie 
Demetriou’s arch-nemesis, Machiavellian pie mascot

Moriarty, is starved of tasty one-liners hard-baked 
with madness and mischief. Sherlock Gnomes is 
elementary in the most unflattering sense. 

REVENGE (18): First-time French writer-director Cor- 
alie Fargeat seizes the exploitation horror subgenre 
by its privates and refuses to let go as she puts a 
feminist slant on the bloodthirsty battle of the sexes 
between a rape victim (Matilda Anna Ingrid Lutz) and 
her attackers, to echo the fiery indignation of the 
MeToo and Time’s Up movements. Shot on location 
in Morocco, but set in an unspecified sun-baked 
wilderness, Revenge gleefully embraces gore-slath¬ 
ered visual excess including one whoop-inducing 
scene of the heroine forcibly removing a sliver of 
glass with trembling fingers from her eviscerated 
foot. The film wears its 18 certificate as a badge on 
honour, spattering the camera lens with bodily fluids, 
occasionally for comic effect like a climactic scene 
of two characters slip-sliding uncontrollably down 
tiled corridors coated in glistening crimson. “Women 
always have to put up a fight!” rages one attacker. 
The aptly titled Revenge serves up that courageous, 
ballsy retaliation with lashings of stylistic flair. 


ENTEBBE (12A): The real-life hijacking of an Air 
France flight in June 1976 by members of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine, and a 
subsequent rescue mission led by Israeli Defence 
Forces (IDF), are terrific raw ingredients for an edge- 
of-seat geo-political thriller. Director Jose Padilha 
would seem to be the perfect choice to mercilessly 
crank up tension as the fates of terrorists, hostages 
and commandos collide head-on at Entebbe airport 
in Uganda. The award-winning Brazilian filmmaker 
stormed the festival circuit in 2007 with his nerve-jan¬ 
gling debut Elite Squad - a gritty, propulsive portrait 
of crime, punishment and sweat-drenched machismo 
set in the crime-riddled favelas of Rio de Janeiro. 
Regrettably, the qualities that set Elite Squad apart 
more than a decade ago are sorely lacking from 
this crushingly dull modern history lesson penned 
by Gregory Burke. The most exciting element of 
Padilha’s underwhelming film is a contemporary 
performance piece that punctuates all of the turgid to 
and fro. Dancers are expressive and expertly choreo¬ 
graphed, but the dramatisation that waltzes around 
them is depressingly flat-footed.

How Can You Prevent 
Sub-Letting?

Sub-letting is where a 
landlord rents a property to 
a tenant, who subsequently 
lets the property to another 
occupier - effectively 
becoming the new 
landlord. Sub-letting can 
be legal if agreed by both 
parties but illegal sub¬ 
letting is where landlords 
should be wary. Illegal 
sub-letting can lead to 
over-crowding as the 
original tenant tries to 
make as much cash as 
possible from as many 
tenants as possible, leading 
to increased wear and 
tear or health and safety 
breaches. So how can you 
prevent this? The first step 
is thorough referencing, 


including credit 
check and 
employment 
reference. Next, 
ensure you’ve 
covered yourself 
in the tenancy 
agreement and 
worded the clauses 
correctly. You cannot 
simply state ‘no sub¬ 
letting’ but must state 
that the tenant requires 
your consent, which can 
be reasonably withheld. 
Finally, schedule regular 
inspections and look out 
for signs of more occupants 
- either physically seeing 
more people than is stated 
on the tenancy agreement, 
or noticing there are more 
belongings than there 
should be. A watertight 
tenancy agreement will 
protect you from unwanted

BACKGROUND: It’s surprising 
how long it’s taken Vauxhall to get 
itself proper representation in the 
mid-sized ‘Qashqai-class’ family SUV 
segment. Yes, there was the Korean- 
built Antara model that sold between 
2007 and 2016, but that car was 
crude, expensive to run and not very 
well built. Buyers almost universally 
ignored it. Which was a problem 
for the Griffin brand, at a time when 
Nissan Qashqais and Peugeot 3008s 
were flying from the showrooms.

And a mid-sized 
model (this Grandland X)to be built 
using the platform and engineering of 
a MK2 model Peugeot 3008.

There are manual and 
automatic transmission options in 
both cases. At the top of the range, 


there’s an auto-only 177PS 2.0-litre 
CDTi range-topping model. Whatever 
your choice of engine, don’t expect 
handling to be especially rewarding; 
if you want that, why on earth are 
you considering buying an SUV in 
the first place? Like most of its rivals, 
Vauxhall has focused instead on ride 
and refinement and you can expect 
high class standards to be matched 
in this regard. Vauxhall doesn’t think 
potential buyers in this segment 
really need 4WD. Instead, the brand 
offers an optional electronic Grip 
Control system that ensures traction 
in diverse driving situations. The driver 
has a choice of five driving modes: 
for each one the system adapts the 
torque distribution to the front wheels, 
allows wheel-spin if necessary, and, 
with the automatic transmission, 
adjusts shift points as well as throttle 
response. This ensures traction and 
stable handling regardless of the 
road surface. The brand continues 
to deliver on its commitment to lead 
in lighting technology, equipping the 
Grandland X with Adaptive Forward 
Lighting LED headlamps. With these, 
functions such as cornering light, 
high beam assist and auto levelling 
guarantee optimal illumination of the 
road ahead. 

DESIGN AND BUILD: At nearly 
4.5m long, nearly 1.9m wide and 


nearly 1.65m high, the Grandland X is 
a touch bigger than the mid-sized SUV 
Qashqai-class norm - and, Vauxhall 
hopes, a touch more distinctive. As 
usual, that’s a matter of perspective: 
ours is that the Peugeot 3008 
crossover this car is based upon is 
slightly more eye-catching, but you 
may think differently. The Grandland 
is certainly good looking enough to 
stand its corner on the school run. 


Above the front skid plate, the bold 
grille proudly displays the Vauxhall 
Griffin badge, chrome winglets 
embracing the brand logo and flowing 
outwards to the slim, double-wing 
LED headlamps. Muscular, sculpted 
wheel arches and protective cladding 
on the lower body deliver the required 
dose of‘SUV-ness’ and an optional 
two-tone finish, with the roof in 
contrasting black, adds an extra 


touch of personalisation. Inside, the 
instrument panel and centre console 
with touchscreen are clearly laid out 
and horizontally aligned to the driver. 
There’s no sign of the ‘Iove-it-or-hate-it’ 
i-Drive cockpit of this model’s Peugeot 
design stablemate, which sees 3008 
buyers viewing the instrument dials 
over the steering wheel rim. That 
may be a relief for some. The centre 
stack has three horizontal rows of 


controls for fast and intuitive access 
to infotainment, climate control 
and chassis functions. Driver and 
passengers benefit from the elevated 
seating position typical of an SUV, 
which ensures good visibility in all 
situations. And this model’s relatively 
long wheelbase provides decent 
space for up to five people, while the 
luggage compartment (with a load 
volume from 514-litres to a maximum 
of 1,652 litres) should offer more than 
adequate room for luggage. 
MARKET: So, let’s get to the 
pricing, which is mainly pitched in 
the £23,000 to £30,000 bracket - 
pretty much what you’d expect these 
days for a family-sized Qashqai-class 
compact Crossover with cutting-edge 
design. There’s a choice of five trim 
levels - ‘SE’, Tech Line Nav’, ‘Sport 
Nav’, ‘Elite Nav’ and ‘Ultimate’. The 
most affordable variants use an 
impressively efficient three cylinder 
1.2-litre 130PS turbo petrol unit-and 
that might be all you really need if 
your annual mileage is quite low. Most 
customers though, are likely to want to 
pay extra for the 1.6-litre CDTi diesel 
variant, this engine initially offered with 
120PS. Model for model, the diesel 
is £ 1,355 more expensive to buy. 

Both engines come with the option of 
automatic transmission.

Catch CONIFA World Cup clashes 

Sutton will host some of the first matches of an international football tournament this summer. Both Carshalton Athletic and Sutton 
United will stage fixtures for the CONIFA World Football Cup which begins on May 31. The competition involves teams who are 
officially unaffiliated with governing organisation FIFA and are therefore ineligible to compete in major football tournaments such as 
the FIFA World Cup. Knights Community Stadium, in Gander Green Lane, will host two matches on the first day with two matches 
from four teams - Elian Vannin who represent the Isle of Man, Cascadia from a region in the United States and Canada, Padania in 
northern Italy, and Matabeleland who represent a western area of Zimbabwe. Meanwhile, the United Koreans of Japan - or FC Ko¬ 
rea, who play in a Japanese league - will kick-off against Western Armenia, people from a territory which is currently believed to be 
occupied by Turkey. The ConIFA World Football Cup, which is held every two years, first started in 2014 and the inaugural edition 
of the tournament was first won by the County of Nice, an area in southeastern France after it was hosted in Lapland. Knights Com¬ 
munity Stadium will be the venue for two of the four quarter-final matches, while Colston Avenue will host the semi-final fixtures, and 
the final will be at the Queen Elizabeth II Stadium in Enfield on June 9.

‘England 
pressure 
is not a 
problem’ 


Ruben Loftus-Cheek enjoyed the pres¬ 
sure and responsibility of trying to keep 
Crystal Palace up - and relishes the added 
load that comes with playing for England 
at the World Cup. 

What Gareth Southgate’s 23-man 
squad bound for Russia lacks in experi¬ 
ence it appears to make up for in youth¬ 
ful exuberance. 

Loftus-Cheek’s two caps makes him 
among the rawest members of the group, 
yet he speaks with a confidence and ma¬ 
turity that belies his 22 years. 

The midfielder is excited by the chal¬ 
lenge awaiting England this summer, 
calling the pressure that comes with 
it something to embrace - just as he did 
when helping to keep loan club Palace in 
the Premier League. 

“You can enjoy it,” Loftus-Cheek said 
of the pressure. 

“When we were playing at Palace and 
not doing so well, you don’t have the en¬ 
joyment and laughs you would if you 
were doing well. 

“But it is still important to embrace 
the moment and enjoy it as much as you 
can because your best football comes 
when you are enjoying yourself. 

“If you are thinking about the pres¬ 
sure and what is on the outside, it is going 
to affect your game on the pitch.” 

Loftus-Cheek calls the World Cup the 
“pinnacle of football” and cannot wait 
to strut his stuff on the global stage next 
month. 

“I remember watching 2010 properly” 
he said to guffaws in the room. “I guess 
you guys have seen more World Cups! 

“It was so big, the occasion, and the 
build up to every game was exciting. I 
was watching at home with my dad and 
my family watching on TV 

“For England games, everybody used 
to get their flags out in their homes and 
the whole street would fill up with flags. 
You get a feeling of the support.”

Loftus-Cheek is confident of giving 
those fans something to celebrate this 
summer thanks to the “frightening” 
talent at England’s disposal, but he has 
not got any personal targets in terms of 
game time. 

The 22-year-old overcame an ankle 
injury that threatened to end his season 
and loan at Palace, whose manager - and 
former England boss - Roy Hodgson said 
Loftus-Cheek was among the best mid- 
field players he had worked with. 

It is the kind of promise that people at 
Chelsea have spoken excitedly about for 
years, but taking the next step is tough at 
a club where scores of young talents have 
failed to make the grade. 

“I was at Chelsea for a while and pro¬ 
gressed quite quickly until I got to the 
first team and then it was different,” 
Loftus-Cheek said. 

“I was used to playing every minute of 
every game but when you get to the first 
team the step up is massive. 

“There are world-class players in front 
of you and that step up is difficult at a big 
club like Chelsea, no matter how talented 
you are. 

“Experience plays a big role as well, at 
the top level. I understand why it is diffi¬ 
cult.” 

Loftus-Cheek learned a lot being 
around the squad at struggling Palace 
and Chelsea when winning the previous 
season’s Premier League but believes he 
should have perhaps headed out on loan 
sooner. 

‘ ‘Being at Chelsea I improved a lot with 
the training, because I think personally 
the coaches are the best and the facili¬ 
ties are the best and I improved a lot as 
a youth player growing up in the acad¬ 
emy” he said.
